Ottawa, Oct. 28—The 1946 apple 
crop now is estimated at 16,739,000 
bushels, twice ая big as last year's 
and 20 per cent greater than the 
1935-44 average, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics sajd. 
Crops in Nova Scotia, Quebec 
and Ontario are heavier than anti- 
cipated last month. 

The pear harvest estimate is 
867,000 bushels, а 6 per cent in- 
crease over the September esti- 
mate. Another 6 per cent increase 
—and more than 50 per cent over 
the 10-year average—is reported 
in the plum crop now estimated at 
680,000 bushels.
